Election/Restrictions

i. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions power control and bit interleaving are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations 
(MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination has utility by itself 
The subcombination has separate utility such as a bit stuffer or active cell replacement in an 
Asynchronous Transfer Method network. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
